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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

13. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 -72, drawn to a method of centerline determination for tubular tissue. 

Group II, claim(s) 73-79, drawn to a method of segmenting an organ in a medical 
image. 

Group II, claim(s) 80-86, drawn to a method of propagating parameterization in a 
medical image. 

14. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: In regards to group I, 
there exist many methods of determining a vessel centerline, and the associated 
dependent claims do claim some of the mathematical manipulation that may be utilized. 
However, segmentation is mentioned only in passing-the general inventive concept is 
determining the path throughout the image, not the image segmentation itself. Similarly, 
the propagation of a parameterization is not even mentioned in the claims of group I or 
II, thus causing group III to stand apart from both group I and group II independently. 
The special inventive concept of group II would necessarily be considered this 
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parameterization. For group II, as has already been discussed, the special inventive 
concept would be considered the segmentation of the image, and the details involved 
therein, a concept that is not discussed in group II at all, and claimed only in passing in 
the claims of group I. 

1 5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
